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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my sixth 
annual report of the Thornton schools. 


Two changes were made in the teaching force 
this year, namely, at Center Thornton, Miss Simpson 
declined re-election as she desired to complete her 
training in the normal school and Mrs. Mabel Merrill 
ne Howland, teacher at the Lyford school, decided to 
change her occupation. This year at the Center is 
Kathleen Huntoon, a three year graduate of the Ply- 
mouth Normal School, and Mildred Day, a Plymouth 
Normal graduate, is teaching at Lyford’s school. The 
other teachers are the same as last year, namely, Mrs. 
Catherine Barnard at West Thornton and Mrs. Isabelle 

F. Hazeltine at Mad River. 


This year at West and Center Thornton schools, 
the teachers are serving hot lunches to those pupils 
who bring their dinners. There is no expense to the 
district as the pupils contribute the materials for the 
warm part of the meal which is prepared by the older 
children assisted and supervised by the teachers. 
Something warm means much to the children as it 
helps to keep them healthy and consequently in better 
working condition. It would be well to have the same 
introduced into the other schools. 


Standard and other tests are used to check up the 
efficiency and results of teaching. Sometimes the re- 
sults of the tests aye all that could be reasonably ex- 
pected but sometimes they are lower that they should 
be, thus showing up the lack of thoroughness and the 
need of more exacting drills. For the most part the 
pupils and teachers like a test because it tells just 
where they stand without the opinion of anyone. 


The reading program of last year has been con- 
tinued but especial emphasis has been upon the funda- 
mentals of arithmetic. We are striving for accuracy 
and a fair rate of speed in the four processes of arith- 
metic. For drill purposes and tests, we are using the 
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Courtis Drill and Practice Sheets. These have been 
standardized and by their use we know when a sat- 
isfactory degree of efficiency has been reached. 

The enumeration of the school children, taken last 
September, shows that there are 45 boys and 52 girls © 
or a total of 97 children in town between the ages of 
5 and 16 years. Of those enumerated, 73 were regis- 
tered in the local public schools September 30th,. 6 
were attending high school and 8 were attending ele- 
mentary schools outside of the district. There were. 
8 between 5 and 8 and 2 between 14 and 16 not in’ 
school. Those between 5 and 8 are not obliged ‘to at-- 
tend school and those out between 14 and 16.had com-. 
pleted the elementary school course, in other words, 
all the children were accounted for. | 

Last September the annual required ex Ane 
of the school children was made, as requested at the 
last annual meeting, by Jean Kelly, R. N. of Lincoln. 
The cost was 25 cents per pupil plus a small expense . 
for transportation. She examined .74 pupils and re- 
ported the following defects: Malnutrition 9; defective 
vision 8; defective hearing 2; defective teeth 39; en- 
larged tonsils 31; adenoids 1: unvaccinated 18}; nerv- 
ous disease 2; underweight 14. 57 notices were sent 
to parents by her. In order to have the examination 
of any value to the child, the parent should co-operate 
by making an effort to have the defects, reported to 
them, corrected as far as may be possible. I sincere- 
ly hope that something will be done to correct the large 
number of cases of defective eyes, teeth and tonsils. 
In treating the tonsils, there will undoubtedly be found 
many cases of adenoids which were not reported. 

I wish to thank all those who have co-operated 
with me, during the past year, in Paine the schools , 
as efficient as they -have been. . .
